ha Yugoslav Foreign Minister, Mr Popovic, has 
finally brought into the open the serious new break 
between the Soviet Union and Yuguslavia. He revealed 
recently that Moscow is now using economic pressure 
against his country, just as Stalin did. He has also 
indicated that Yugoslavia will not bow to the pressure 
of Stalin’s successors any more than it bowed to Stalin. 

The Soviet Union, he said, which in August last 
year undertook to provide, jointly with East Germany, 
a £62 millions credit for the building of a big aluminium 
project at Niksic, in Montenegro, had now postponed the 


project until after 1960. 


Mr Popovic implied that 
the Russians are trying to 
use the credits, on which 
the Yugoslavs had been 
counting in planning their 
economic development, as a 
means of pressure to bring 
Yugoslavia into, or at least 
nearer, the Soviet camp. 


He explained that the 
easence of the Soviet-Yugo- 
slav dispute lay in differing 
ideas .on what Yugoslavia’s 
relations should be towards 
the “Socialist camp’ and on 
who should be head of the 
camp; Yugoslavia, he said, 
did not want to enter this 


camp since this would not. 


be in the interests of peace 
or of socialism. : 


The recent ideological 
warfare between the Yugo- 
slavs and the Russians had 
aroused suspicions that the

These were reinforced by 
the recent treatment of a 
Yugos .v trade. mission’ to 
East Germany when ‘tho

The hardening Russian 
attitude to Yugoslavia is 
the latest phase in ‘the 
tortuous development of 
Soviet-Yugoslav. post-war 
economic relationships.

The recent Bulgarian pilgrim- 
age to Moscow was as much a 
display of close ties between the 
Kremlin and the Sofia Com- 
munist regime as it was a 
demonstration of hostility to 
Tito.
